I propose to write this week about 
the dsoal court. It would ba baid to 
separate the fiscal court form the 
health officers work. I was made 
health offloar about 35 yaaia ago, and 
hava baan eeotinooasly In that posi- 
tion ever since. The law authorizing 
the appointment of health officaia re- 
quires the fiscal oonrt to maka a reas- 
onable compensation for their services. 
Tiuit is the rock upon which I and 
tha fiseal eonrt hava aleraya sfrtit. It 
used to be common when the health 
officer did any work in his line, to 
piwsnt tha bill to tha ianri eoart tor 
payment, and after a good deal of 
wrangling and cutting down of the 
wn. tha nasalndar wonM ba paid. A 
good deal of prejudice has always ex- 
iatedinthe fiscal court against the 
hsalth mm, and flsr wha» mnnl 
never could tell. The Kentucky Leg- 
islature a few years ago amended tha 
law wto SMinlia htilfeh sawia to 
work under a salary. Under the law 
the fiscal court fixed my salary at 9200 
peraamns, IwMthsn nadartakiog 
to run that office and pn|Otic|^ med- 
icine at the same time. I waa at that 
but si little while until I Ibond it 
could not be done. If the health 
otBcer had any smallpox patients on 
hand nobody with sickness la his fam- 
ily would have him. I remember I 
was once called to go 15 miles to see 
aftar burying a man dead with amall- 
pox. I got through with the job at 
10 o'clock at night, and altliough I 
stripped off my clothes and burned 
them, and put on fresh clothes, and 
took a general bath, nobody would let 
me stay at hia Iioom that night, and I 
had to wend my way home before I 
slept. Then I undertook to have tlie 
fisi^l court give me enough salary to- 
make a living and give up the prac- 
tice of medicine altogether. Ever 
since I undertook this I have had 
trouble with the fiscal court. The 
law plainly says that the fiscal court 
shall pay the health officer a reason 
able compensation. The fiscal court 
is now paying me t4Q0 per year for 
myself, horse and buggy, which 
amounts to tlie magnifioant sum of 
$1.10 per day and for which I am de- 
voting ray whole time. Under my la- 
bors the death rato from consumption 
hM baan cut down from 60 per year in 
the county to 30. The fiscal court in 
this county is no worse and no better 
than In any other oonnty. There are 
very few health officers tliat will give 
their whole time to the work of the 
puMIe health for tha saUiry that the 
fiscal court wil' fix. I have been un- 
dertaking to do the work, and m%ke 
tha fiscal oonrt foot tha MIL l^law 
says that the fiscal court shall pay the 
health officer a reasonable compensa 
'tlon, and the law further says that 
the county board of health shall indi 
cate in writing, to th^ fiscal court the 
value of the ^rviesa of the health 
officer. Notice the law says they shall. 
The law makers intended that this 
thing should be dene. But what oeold 
badooa, iCthe fiscal court ignored, al 
tflgafehar the recommendationV It 
wtonotlong aftar thoa lawa were 
passed before the fiscal courts of the 
State got into trouble with healtli 
oflleaiB In Tarioos parts of tha State, 
because the fiscal courts refused to 
obey the law. They were sued and 
quite a number of mnt rssohad the 
court of Appeals I want the mem 
bers of our fiscal court to carefully 
read theaa opinioiA whloh I am goiiy 
to give. A c ase went up from Kenton 
county, and was decided by tha oonrt 
Judge Paynter deciding y»^fBTt. -rit 
ing the opinion. In this case the fis- 
cal court rafosod to allow any tiling

trolled. If tha fiscal court hasanar- 
bltnry diaoiation in uha matter, ttiey 
MoMfilnw to allow any dompanto- 

tlon, however valuable and meritori- 
ous might ba tha services of the mam- 
ben of tha loeit board of hsalCh.'** 

Here is an extract from an opinion 
in a similar case by Judge Durrelle of 
the court of Appsalc **Tba county 
board of health has no power to fix 
their compensation. That compensa- 
tion, Ilka tha nonipsntoHon of the 
board themselves, was left to the 
discretion of the fiscal 
court, not to Its arbitrary discretion, 
but to a discretion governed by the 
value of the services. Now let us ap- 
ply this rule to my caw before the 
fiscal court of Adair county. You re- 
member that I was claiming an in- 
of sahuy. I had nearly one 
dozen witnesses, among the best men 
in the county, viz , Z. T. Williams, 
Tobias Huffaker, A J Coml)est, Dr. 
C. M. Russell. Dr. £. B. Atkinson, Dr. 
N. M. Hancock, Dr. £. T. Sallee, Lo- 
gan C. Winfrey and Myself. All with- 
out a dissenting voice, put the value 
of my services at not less than fSOO. 
Not a witness was Introduced on the 
other side, and the judge in this case 
says the compensation must be fixed 
by the testimony. If the testimony 
showed I was entitled to tills amount, 
then you had no autiiority to fix any 
other amount. Judge Paynter said: 
"If the fiscal court had any discration 
in tha case they could refuse to allow 
any compensations." That is what 
tha fiscal court cama very near doing. 
If Judge Paynter had been acquainted 
with the Adair fiscal court, he never 
would have said that thair diseration 
eooM ba ooatnrflad. I am writing 
tMa in pity, not in anger. I can hard- 
ly baHwa that these gantlaman in- 
DsadsdtodenMan Injury, bottha In- 
jury is the same, however tlie inten- 
tion. Than the epurt offered ma their 
sympathy. Iwenldllka to gat soma 
one versed in figures, to tell me when 
corn ia worth 60 canto a bushel, and 
floor 18 parhnndrsd ponnda, and baaf 
15 cents a pound, and hay is worth SI 
a hundred pounds, how long could I 
andmyhonalltaoB tiib wrmpalMm 
of the Adair fiscal court? Then, some 
of the members proposed for me to 
leaiva off aouM of my work, ^tat they 
had no right to make any such ar- 
rangement, and If I were to do a 
thing of that sort, thay woali ba ttia 
first ones to howl beeaoM I mm ne- 
glecting my duty.
